CHAIRMAN’S ANNUAL REPORT FOR THE 2011/2012 PERIOD 

Welcome Ladies and Gentlemen to the Annual General Meeting of DACWA for the 2012 year. 

Again we have seen a noticeable growth in all our services, including a positive return in our bottom line. This report will 
be a brief overview of the year with more detail being provided by the different section managers in their reports. 

This has once more been a year of on-going review, flexibility and subsequent change. The Board of Management has 
lost some valuable members early in the term but we were fortunate in attracting new candidates offering new ideas and a 
wealth of experience in other fields. 

With growth came other demands of specialist needs and services and two new positions were created; being those of 
Financial Controller and Corporate Services Manager. Both these services where filled by existing staff and through 
reformatting their current job descriptions. This allowed a better development of their roles and more importantly the 
provision of support and information to Board Members and to operational staff if and when required. 

This was evident in a recent policy review by the Department of Health and Ageing which included amendments to future 
Risk Management procedures and policies. 

During the latter part of 2011 we received advice that DACWA was the beneficiary in the estate of one of our former 
clients who has passed on. The funds have been invested and the earnings will support our HVS program. 

ACSWA the Aged Care body representing the industry in WA recently nominated DACWA as a Finalist in the 2012 
Excellence in Care Awards. The event was held at Burswood and attended by our staff and a number of Board Members. 
This was just recognition by our peers that we had become a major player in the Aged Care Service Industry.

A Fire Extinguisher Demonstration 

On a drizzly Monday morning the DACWA Office Staff and a few Support Workers received a 
training session by a fire fighter in the basic understanding of fire behaviour and the use of 
portable fire extinguishers. 

We learned that for a fire to start there are three components needed 
being fuel, oxygen and heat. If you take one component away, the fire 
will go out. We also learned that there are 6 classes of fires being A) Ordinary 
Combustibles such as wood or paper, B) Flammable liquids (Petrol), C) Flammable 
Gasses (think of the barbeque), D) Combustible metals (those containing sodium, 
magnesium and titanium), E) Electrical fires (computer) and D) Fat fires (cooking oil or 
fat). 

Many people will grab a bucket of water when they see a fire starting as we all have a 
picture in our minds of firemen rolling out their hoses, filling them from a nearby water 
source and blasting the fire out. But even with loads of water it can take a professional a 
long time to put a fire out and it is a well-known fact that water cannot be used on 
electric fires. What is less known is that water will cause a huge fireball when you 
chuck it on a fat fire. Don’t forget that the chemical formula for water is H20, 2 
Hydrogen atoms and one single atom of Oxygen, which is a component needed to have a fire. 

We were taken through the steps how to kill a fat fire in the kitchen. Picture yourself cooking some delicious 
bitterballen and the flame gets hold of the very hot oil in the pan on the stove. One or more components of a fire 
being fuel, oxygen and heat, will need to be taken away. To take away the pan with contents is too dangerous, so 
turn of the stove and take away the oxygen by placing a big lid of a pan on the burning pot. Make sure you start 
lowering the lid on the side closest to your body and then lower the lid away from you until it covers the whole 
pan. When you can’t find a big lid you could use a wooden chopping board. Please do not use a plastic one, it 
would melt! 

A fire blanket would be a much better and safer way of extinguishing a fire. They do not cost a huge amount and 
are easy to store somewhere close to the kitchen within reach in case of an emergency. Please note, it is crucial to 
read the instructions when you have such a blanket as you will not have to time in case of a panic situation. 
Another safe tool in case of a fire is a fire extinguisher. Just as with fires there are many different types of fires 
available so if you like to buy one, get some professional advice. The most popular ones are the C02 
extinguisher for paint, oil and electrical fires and the Dry Powder extinguisher which is for many different uses 
but mighty messy. 

At the end of the session we got to play with a C02 and a Dry Powder extinguisher as well as a fire blanket. That 
was a great experience, to realise you can actually put out a fire by using the correct tools and technique. 

We learned a lot on that Monday and hopefully you got something out of it too. Let us now hope we will never 
need to put our new knowledge into practice.

NATIONAL PARK de HOGE VELUWE 



HISTORY 

The park was established by the businessman Anton Kroller and his wife Helene Kroller-Muller as an 
private estate in 1909. Up until 1923 the park was under construction with wildlife being imported and the building 
of the hunting lodge and fences. The hunting residence is called St. Hubertus Hunting Lodge after St. Hubertus and 
was designed by prominent Dutch architect Hendrik Petrus Berlage. Helene Kroller-Muller was an art collector and 
work had begun on a museum inside the park. 

Due to worsening economic conditions the building of the museum was halted and the couple found themselves 
unable to keep the estate. In 1935 the art collection was donated to the State of the Netherlands, which then 
continued to build the Kroller-Muller Museum. The park was handed over to a foundation, which received a loan 
from the State. At that time the estate became the second national park in the Netherlands. The park is still one of the 
two private owned national parks in the Netherlands, but the only one that asks an entrance fee. 

The Kroller-Muller Museum boast “The Van Gogh Collection”: the largest privately owned collection of Van 
Goghs in the world (not counting the collection of the Van Gogh family 
itself). 

SMALL BUT VARIED 

Though the park is relatively small at 54 square kilometres, it is home to a 
surprising diversity of habitats and inhabitants. It shows a total overview of 
Dutch nature and wildlife, in a setting that is truly amazing. 

Pine forests, heaths, grasslands and peat bogs. Sand drifts are mingled across 
the landscape and the park houses dozens of threatened species, including the 
moor frog and the grass snake. 

Other species found in the park include red dear, roe deer, wild boar, 
mouflon, foxes, badgers, and the European Pine Marten. 


1000 FREE BIKE HIRE 

The park is surrounded by fences to contain wildlife within the 
nominated area. These, combined with the required entrance fee, led 
to years of protests by cyclists and hikers who were forced either to 
pay the fee or else to follow lengthy detours. 

In 2007 a solution was reached by charging reduced fees for cyclists 
who spend only a limited amount of time within the confines of the 
park. 

Visitors to the park can use one of the 1,000 'white bikes' free of 
charge and cycle through 26 miles of paved paths, including the 
outdoor sculpture garden. You can also walk along the heath fields 
of the Veluwe with a shepherd. 

There are three entrances, located at the villages of Otterlo, 


UNDERGROUND MUSEUM 

Ever had a look underground, in both senses of the word? Well, now you can, at the “Museonder”. The Museonder is 
the first underground museum in the world and is located in the Visitor Centre. A visit to the Museonder is included 
in the price of an admission ticket for the Park. 

The Museonder (Museum Under) gives you a surprising idea of what lives and used to live below the Earth's surface.

Hunting Lodge 

Jachthuis St. Hubertus, the magnificent hunting lodge was commissioned by Anton Kroller-Miiller and executed by 
the Dutch architect Berlage. It is a centrepiece of the park. It is filled with museum-quality art, but also stands alone 
as one of the outstanding examples of architectural skill to be 
found in the Netherlands. 

The Hunting Lodge is a symphony of brickwork. Symphonies 
are, of course, anything but simple in construction, and the 
hunting lodge is similarly complex. Architect Berlage based 
all of his calculations on the dimensions of the bricks, in 
which the size of the stretcher (brick length) determines the 
length of the brick surfaces, and the size of the header (brick 
thickness) determines the height. In the hunting lodge, a brick 
size of 10 x 21 x 5 cm was the standard, and practically the 
entire building is formed in dimensions of 110 cm (or ten 
headers plus the mortar joints). This ruler is applied uniformly 
outside, where the red bricks were left in their fired color, and 
inside, where they were glazed red, green, yellow, blue, light 
grey or black.

TERLET AIRFIELD 

In Dutch: Vliegveld Terlet, is a small airfield in 

the Netherlands, 4.6 km north of Arhem in Gelderland and close to Deelen 
Air Base and National Park the Hoge Veluwe. 

It is used mainly by gliders and motor gliders, as well as some light aircraft 
such as the Aviat Husky, mainly used as tugs for the gliders. The airfield 
has 5 airstrips for gliders and one for light aircraft. Runways are: 04L/22R, 
04C/22C, 04R/22L, 12/30, 14R/32L and 14L/32R. 

Motorised aircraft are allowed to operate from only one strip, and only 
when prior permission is obtained. 

The field was founded in 1952 by the Koninklijke Nederlandse Vereniging 
voor Luchtvaart (Royal Dutch Foundation for Aviation) to promote glider 
A Glider ready for take-off flying* though glider flying has taken place from the area since 1932. It is 

now home to the largest glider flying association in the Netherlands. 



DEELEN MILITARY AIRBASE 

Situated just north of Arnhem and adjacent to the Hoge Veluwe, it was founded in 1913 as a base for border patrol 
missions. 

When the Netherlands surrendered to Germany inWorld War II, the Luftwaffe started using the field, significantly 
expanding and upgrading the base. 

After the war, up until 1950, the Dutch military used Deelen as a storage facility. In 1950, the decision was made to 
restore Deelen back to an operational air base, and from 1957 to 1963 was the base for the Royal Netherlands Air 
Force RF-84F Thunderflash photo reconnaissance aircraft.

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Christmas 2012. 

During the Christmas festivities our thoughts will often 
stray to some events that have been buried in the depth of 
our minds, from a period in our lives that simply cannot 
be forgotten. It might have something to do with our 
parents or other family members, or maybe a combination 
of dangers around us personally and affecting all around 
us in some way. For those older ones amongst us, it 
usually has something to do with the years we had to live 
in the Netherlands during the German occupation. The 
trauma of seeing it all happening as well as living in a 
country, sandwiched between two opposing mighty forces 
of war. I will now follow this up with a true story of a 
young woman in wartime Holland, who left home with 
her younger sister to help her family getting through the 
convulsions leading to war's end. 

Towards the end of 1944, the situation in Holland north 
of the big rivers had become desperate. Food had become 
very scarce as a result of the German occupation forces, 
confiscating whatever they could discover to feed their 
own. The Dutch resistance, being active already for some 
years, were regularly breaking into offices where food 
coupons were stored intended for distribution and to help 
those in need. Towards the end of the year, the 
temperature had dropped below zero, obtaining firewood 
or coal to heat the peoples' homes or heat the stoves to 
cook a meal had almost become impossible. Many went 
out at night time to cut a tree and drag the pieces home 
from somewhere. Other enterprising people 
surreptitiously even broke up the jarrah rectangular 
blocks, filling the space between the tram-rails in the 
streets of The Hague, as I witnessed myself at one 
occasion. Those caught faced severe punishment, mostly 
transportation to Germany as forced labourers in their 
factories, producing ammunition, tank, guns and trucks. 
This young woman and her younger sister had made the 
decision to leave home, because her mother had run out of 
her valuable possessions like jewelry, the family's silver 
cutlery, linen bed-sheets, even their tea to barter for the 
essential foods like milk, eggs, potatoes etc. But let me 
tell you about the origin of all these troubles as I am now 
running too far in front of my story. Their father, the 
principal of a School for mainly Chinese children in 
Batavia, had stayed behind in 1938 to serve out his last 
two years of contract with the Education Department 
before his generous pension was due. His wife and three 
teenage daughters were going to Holland so that his eldest 
daughter, suffering from epilepsy, could get proper 
medical attention. Having arrived in Holland, after a 
pleasant trip on one of the many ocean liners, who were 
sailing regularly between Rotterdam and Batavia, the 
family settled in a nice home in Zouterwoude, semi-rural 
and close to Leiden. It did not take long for the family to 
settle in, the girls going to school in Leiden and Mum 
turning her new abode into a happy home for all to enjoy. 
Little did the family know of what was going to be in 
store for them in the years to come. Christmas was 
followed by the New Year celebrations of 1939, the 
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family in Holland talking excitedly to Dad in far-away 
Batavia by telephone. 

As time went on however, war clouds were darkening 
the horizon. But low and behold, a big chest from 
Batavia had arrived and on opening it proved to be filled 
with a top grade tea as the label inside announced, the 
flowery Orange Pekoe first grade, protected by a lining 
of tinfoil, straight from a well-known plantation in the 
Indies. This was sent by order from Dad to fill their 
teapot for years to come with lovely tasting tea, so a 
letter read from Batavia a few days later. 

The months in the New Year floated away, one after 
another, until September arrived and then it happened, 
Germany invaded Poland. England and France declared 
war on Germany, in accordance with a treaty signed 
some years earlier with Poland. Holland called up its 
army reservists as well as many other young males, 
including myself. 

After some months of phony war, all hell broke loose on 
the 10th of May 1940 when Germany invaded Holland. 
The family huddled together as they saw parachutes 
floating down in the far distance, heard canon firing and 
smoke rising from the military airport Valkenburg, near

Department in The Hague could give no answer nor 
could they offer any help. They were waiting for 
instructions the family were told. And so the struggle for 
survival had started for Mum and her three daughters. 

In her days before marriage, Mum had been a school 
teacher and so she applied for a teaching appointment in 
order to earn the money to enable her to pay the normal 
household expenses for herself and family. An 
additional financial burden were the medical expenses 
for her oldest daughter. At long last, Mum was 
successful and in these rather unsettled times, she could 
start teaching again whenever a permanent teacher 
became ill or was absent for other reasons, all in 
different schools and locations. 

By this time, Christmas in 1941 was not far away and 
Mum and her three daughters were making preparations 
to celebrate with the meager supplies they could afford. 
Their somewhat subdued joy however was disturbed by 
news from the Netherlands Government in exile that 
war had been declared on Japan on the 8th of December. 
Filled with anxiety about the fate of their father, living 
in Batavia, the family huddled together while listening 
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German paratroopers land in Valkenburg 
near Wassenaar.

to the news broadcast. The Japanese armies and navy 
seemed to be unstoppable, first Pearl Harbour on the 
Sunday of 7 December 1941, followed by Guam, Hong- 
Kong, Malaya, Borneo, Menado, Singapore and finally 
Java after the battle of the Java Sea on 27 February 
1942, whereby the Dutch lost their three light cruisers 
de Ruyter, Java and Tromp as well as sixteen 
submarines. Japanese soldiers were now scouring the 
leafy avenues of Batavia, picking up anyone moving 
around, also the girls' father on his way to school. They 
all were just kicked into waiting trucks like cattle and 
transported to a holding camp. This all happened 
unknown to the family in Holland, separated from their 
beloved husband and father and living in fear during 
that cold and cruel winter. 

As the years rolled on, High School was completed by 
the two eldest girls; also food had become scarcer from 
day to day and food coupons were issued by local 
government. A run on the various shops was the result 
for the few hours, when the coupons became valid. 

For the rest of the time, shelves were empty. The time 
had come that jewelry and other precious items had to 
be exchanged for essentials like butter, eggs, milk, 
potatoes, etc. Tea had now become a very 'sought-after' 
item for barter, of which the family had plenty, but as 
prices increased, it did not take all that long or the 
bottom of the tea-chest was bare. Then the silver 
tableware, jewelry and linen-goods were all they had 
left to be exchanged for food. The time had now arrived 
for the young woman to have a serious talk with her 
mother and her younger sister. 

While the days followed one after another, very slowly 
news from dad was percolating through from Japanese 
occupied Java through the Red Cross medium. The first 
one was written in Camp Baros near Tjimahi and held a 



short message that Dad was picked up on the 11th of 
May 1942, losing all his important papers, money and 
other possessions. In Camp Baros he had to share with 
120 inmates one small bottle of ink and one steel pen 
nip, jammed in a short piece of bamboo, and wait for his 
turn to write a letter. The short message, scribbled on a 
small piece of crumbled rice-paper, also read that he 
was still healthy but weakened for lack of proper food. 

It was now agreed the two younger ones would leave 


home to go east and offer themselves for work on farms 
in the rural areas not far from the German border. 

By doing this, Mum could then use the food coupons 
meant for the two others, to more adequately feed herself 
and her disabled daughter. And so the young woman and 
her sister walked all the way from Zoeterwoude to near 
the German border, with nothing else to carry than a 
small case with some clothes. After a few weeks walking, 
sleeping in haystacks and getting some food from helpful 
farmers, they finally settled in an abandoned large 
chicken-coop, for which they paid a small rental to one of 
the farmers they could work for. With some talking 
combined with lots of luck, some blankets and other items 
were obtained to give some comfort and create an image 
of home. More letters from dad were arriving, often 
written in pencil since all the communal ink was finished. 
He had bartered a short piece of pencil, treasured by 
another inmate, for an egg dad had bartered again with a 
local, outside the barbed wire, living nearby the camp. 
Gradually the letters became desperate, written by a very 
sick man at his wits end. Finally, after many delays at 
war's end, dad came home, very ill, but will-power and 
lots of love from his wife and daughters, gave him a few 
more years of life after his terrible ordeal. Much later by 
adding stories together and some casual remarks, it came 
out that life in Camp Baros had been a living hell, 
beatings were quite common for the most minor breaches, 
like not greeting their Japanese guards quick enough and 
many a time the inmates had to witness an execution by 
sword. 

This all took place over the many desperate years of 
enemy occupation, culminating into starvation of 
thousands from the freezing cold in Holland during that 
terrible winter of 1944/45. This gifted, courageous and 
loyal young woman's name was Anna Schoppen, who 
married me after I returned from military training in 
England. We both went to the East Indies enlisted as 
officers in the 'Zeven December Division' where she 
became the secretary of a Colonel, who was charged to 
supply my artillery regiment with the necessary to bring 
peace again in this war-torn country. Knowing where we 
were operating, Anna then often received permission to 
join a well-armed supply convoy through treacherous 
country to be with her man. Having migrated to Australia, 
Anna became a key partner in our group of building 
companies, not only in control of finance, but as a 
successful designer of the many homes we constructed 
and blocks of flats in various locations of Perth, thereby 
not forgetting our own home. 

We had a happy marriage that lasted nearly sixty years, 
until her death from cancer. 

By ending this story, I now wish you a 

Happy Festive Season 

and a healthy and Fortunate New Year, 

and thereby sincerely hope 

that none of you who have been reading this 

will ever have to suffer the trauma of war.
